CAPTAIN KLniBS DEFENSE, 


"~i a rnond or tho o-pmn Has u lay coo- 


tb« 5iul«ntler bf Jackson 


The Denver Tribune of yesteiday gives 


Captain Kline's side of the story of the 
ndian troubles In the Gmrnison and as 
we have already gncn miemews which 
state the Indians and freighters' version 
of the event, we cop> the interview in the 
Tribune, which gives an explanation of 
the conduct of Captain Kline. The inter 
view is as follows 
"A gentleman who is 


in every way responsible, but who re- 
quests that his name be not mentioned in 
this connection, called at this office yester- 


day, 
and in the course of conversation 


slated that he had been at Kline s ranch, 
near the I-os Pinos I le agency 
at the 


time of the rerent Indian excitement there 
over the killing of the Indian Johnson and 
the subsequent events. His story repre- 
sents the Kline side of the case, and is al- 
most different in its representations from 
:he versions of the affair which have here- 
tofore been given lo the pubhc 
He was 


n»t near the place of the encampment of 
he freighters on Thursday night when the 
fight occuired, but beard the Indian side 
of the story. The Indians declare that 
they did not begin the row, but that they, 
[ohnson. the Ute boy who was killed, and 
Henry, had been over to the Gunmson 
fiver, «nd were returning when they Ldiuc 
upon this camp alter night. They were 
hung-y, and asked for something to eat 
some biscuit. Instead of giving them food 
the freighters began to fire upon them, 
one of them using a revolver and another 
a rifle. The Indians retreated, and *« 
they fled Johnson was shot down. They 
aigue that the fact that Johnson had a 
blank shell in his gun ^>uufil indicate his 
friendly intentions, if nothing else did. 
They say that the Jackson's were freight- 
ing over to Ouray besides other things a 
barrel of whisk-y, <whjch theyjiad, tapped. 


nd the contents of which they had im- 


bibed to an extent which produced intuxi- 
cation. 
- *• I Be Indians were, ol course, higly in- 
censed at this killing of one of their num- 
ber, and immediately de'e, ruined on re 
venge. Hence the night succeeding the 
affray was spent in mustering the Ui" to- 
gethei in ** gieat numbeo as possible, to 
be icady for any emergency on the next 
day. When morning 'came the freighters 
moved on, and had gone as far as Kline's 
ranch when they were overtaken by the 
Indians. It was here,, also that Agent 
BeuV'came up with his escort of- fifteen 
soldiers. ~*Tjie Indians W al the outset 
been very feiccious, and numbering as 
they did i jo and ill a. med, presented a 
forbiddjng aspect. '1 here was blood on 
the fa?e of the moon »nd s«-ary times for 
those o7- the whites who might be in the 
vicinity. They sst out with the intention of 
capturing all three of the freighters. A 
.white man named Hojt. who h»i been a 
great de*l among the Indians, saw the 
shape.affairs were rapidly assuming and 
joined the Indians, saying he would assist 
them in the capture. Through his agency 
they were greatly quieted 
At first they 


would hear of nothing but blood, and must 
have all three of the freighters. By the 
time Kline's ranch was reached they were 
willing to go into a council. Captain 
Kline, Agent Beny. Commissioner Meach- 
am, Mr. Hoyt and Mr. Holmes represent- 
ed the white element at the council, with 
fifteen soldiers standing near, while there 
wcie 150 Indians present— a slightly one- 
sided affair. 
They at first demanded all 


three of the freighters, but M last decided 
that if young Jackson were given up lo 
them th«y would be satisfied. This de- 
mand they made with their hands on the 
trii^eflf of their rifles <"»d in a way which 
showed that they me»«t no "fooling." 
"What could we do but let iheui lake 
him?" said Cap">in Kline. "We made 
the best tei.us we could and got them lo 
agree to a civil trial." As he represents it 
the Indians we<e either determined to have 
Jackson or to begin a general killing. 
.which might have been 'he beginning of a 
general Indian war. There were scores, 
hundreds of people in the vicinity in a 
perfectly defenseless condition. 
Those 


present must either submit to the demands 
made or take the chances for their own 
lives, and of bringing on a general massa- 
cre from Kline's to the town of Ouray. 
Shavano, the father of Johnson, warned 


Mrs. Kline to "keep house tight, clos'm 
up, heap bullets maybe, lots kill'm." 
Hence, Captain Kline and his friends ar- 
gue that there was no alternative for them 
they were compelled to permit the boy to 
be taken to Gunmson as the Utes de- 
manded 
Mr Meacham remarked as the 


Indians disappeared "It was a close call, 
gentlemen." 


'A good deal of capital has been made 


out of the fact that there was a consider- 
erable military force in the neighborhood. 
It is true, says the Tribune's infoiinaiit, 
that two detachments of troops had stop- 
ped at Kline s the day previous, bu! both 
had gone away and were fully eifjlit miles 
distant when this agreement was made 
and could not be appealed to, and, Kline 
says the I'tes could have killed a hundred 
people before the military could have been 
called into requisition, so that this could 
not be considered an available factor in 
the affair.

on. Resistance was in vain. 


A new feature of the story is in- 


troduced by the assertion of Captain Kline 
that there were white men in the attacking 
party. Who they were he is unable to 
say, as they were covered, with dust and 
somewhat disgwsed. However, he thinks 
.hat they were white men who were anx- 
ious that Jackson should be turned over to 
.he Indians, their motive seeming to spring 
rom a desire to have the Indians satisfied 
so that they would not interfere with other 
parties. 


"Captain Kline does not accept the sto- 


ries that young Jackson has been tortured. 
He thinks it quite probable' that he_was 
killed, but he <ays That the Uncompah- 
gre Utes do not torture or scalp or muti- 
.ate the remains of their victims. 


'This may be taken »t the Betty-Kline 


side of the affair. 
If this representation is 


correct they cannot be justly censured to 
the "tent to which the people of the 
southwest have gone. At any rate, the 
people of that region should take time to 
thoroughly investigate the matter before 
proceeding to any desperate measures. 
Another Ute war is by no means desirable 
on general principles, and then Captain 
Kline deserves to be heard. 
He has 


many times stepped between the whites 
and Indians to prevent trouble, and the 


virps which he rendered in the rescue of 


the Meeker women from Inaian~captivity 
were ot inestimable worth and cannot be 
over estimated. Hence the public should 
not be too hasty in its censure, ihe mat- 
ter wiitundoubtedly undergo legal investi- 
gation, and by this means and this alone 
can the facts be artived at."
